The Star wishes to speak this britif word on the advisa- 


bility of buying acreage adjoining the city rather than town 
lots. 


Monday the American Airways will send over the first 


planes on the new Louisville-Fort Worth government air 
mail route. Two mail planes will pass over this city every 
day from now on. Commercial aircraft follows the mail. 
Private ships follow the route of the common carriers. With- 
in a brief time Hope may be a designated port for long-dis- 
tance passenger-carrying aircraft, and the most convenient 
terminal for individually-owned planes visiting this terri- 
tory. 


How far this development goes will depend on how far 


we go toward improving the best natural landing field in 
the state. The, Slur believes it would be Wise for the city, 
instead of buying town property, to spend the same money in 
purchasing part of the present airport and providing a site 
not only tor the new armory, but for hangars and airplane 
gasoline service stations, leases and rentals on which might 
offset the cost of the structures. 


Whether the airport property would serve equally well 


for an armory site, is 1'or-the state military department to 
determine. But most of the Hope guard unit are boys from 
out in the county, and it matters little to them, so far as 
transportation is concerned, wheher the armory is downtown 
or on the cprporation line.

But it matters a great deal to this city whether it is ever 


to have a permanent air-field—with ther government mail 
coming overhead next Monday. 


Unless the city acts at once to tie u'p a portion1 of the 


present field, Hope may lose forever the advantage of being 
one city whose airport in practically within the city limits. 
Air travel from other cities is severely: handicapped by Lhe 
location of landing fields several miles from town. Hope's 
port is close at hand. We should keep it there. 


The Star's objection to locating the new armory on town 


lots is that if the city buys town 'property any purchase of 
the^aH-pairt acf eage must- be delayed £ yea? or more, Owing to 
the cost. But here is a chance to consolidate the two projects 
on the same acreage—and by all means it should be done.

Modern Plane Makes 


Pacific Flight Safe 


Compared to 2927 Hop 


Plane in Which Colonel and Mrs. Charles Lindbergh 


Will Fly to Japan Nearly Three Times as 


Large as "Spirit of St. Louis" 


NEW yORK.-(/P)—There is less 


peril in Colonel Lindebrgh's Pacific 
adventure than confronted him when, 
in 1927, he conquered the,Atlantic in 
the Spirit of St. Louis. 


With a motor nearly three times as 


powerful and a plane embodying de- 
velopments of four years of aviation 
progress, today's flight appears far less 
hazardous than his first ocean cross- 
ing. 


Lindbergh's new low wing mono- 


plane has a speed of 220 miles an hour, 
but since he has equipped it with pon- 
toons it can make only 175 miles an 
hour on the ocean trip. 


Landing fields are few across the 


North Pacific route. 
The pontoons 


will enable the plana to land and 
takeoff on water, and will contain ad- 
ditional gasoline tanks. 


The plane has a wing span of 42 


feet, 10 inches with a length of 27 feet 
6 inches. Its fuselage and the canti- 
lever wina are of wood construction. 


Broke One Record 


A year ago, with the colonel at 


the controls, it spanned the conti- 
nent in 14 hours and 45 minutes, a 
record later broken by Capt. Krank M. 
Hawks. Its retractable landing gear, 
only recently replaced by pontoons, 
made a speed of about 220 miles pei' 
hour possible. It was an idea credited 
largely to Lindbergh. 


At the time of the transcontinental 


flight the plane had a 425 horsepower 
Warp fiiKiiiL 
1. which has b'-'cn replaced 


by a liOU hurscpowc-r Wriyhl Cyclom-' 


motor. 


The low wing monoplane is fully 


streamlined in design and the engine 
is housed in a cowling that minimizes 
air resistance. 


He bought the ship in January, 1930, 


after testing it in California. The 
cost was $17,825. 


The license number obtained for 


it was NR-211. That of the Spirit of 
St. Louis was XNR-211, 


More Costly Ship 


The price was in excess of that of 


the transatlantic palen which now 
reposes in the Smithsonian institution 
at Washington. 


The "Spirit of St. Louis," exclusive 


of motor and instruments, cost $6,000. 
while the 
225 'horsepower Wright 


Whirlwind. J-5 radial air-cooled nine- 
cylinder motor and the instruments 
brought the total cost to about ?13,000. 


The Spirit of St. Louis was a stock 


model Ryan monoplane witli a wing 
spread of 46 feet and a fuselage of 27 
feet three inches long. The cockpit 
was glass enclosed and Lindbergh 
saw through a periscope. 


But he used equipment which was 


the very latest in 1927. There were 
the earth inductor compass, tacho- 
meter, bank and turn indicator, air 
speed and drift indicator, altimeter 
and oil gauges. 


Carrying no navigator and without 


a .sextant. Lindbergh in his Atlantic

Circuit Court jury, after deliberat- 
ing six minutes, found Shaw guilty 
of first degree murder, for the slay- 
ing of Mrs. Wagner. Whitaker was 
found guilty Saturday night of the 
same charge in conection with the 
killing of Wagner, 63, Wagner and 
liis wife, Mrs. Mamie Wagner, 60, 
were beaten and hacked to death in 
their home here May 4. 


Whitaker, a houseboy in the Wagner 


home, said that he and the maddle- 
aged negro plotted the slaying in re- 
venge for a slapping given Whitaker 
and the refusal of Wagner to pay a 
fine assessed Shaw for a minor theft. 
Shaw formerly was porter in the 
Wagner store. 


As related by Whitaker the two hid 


in a barn at the Wagner home and 
when Wagner came into the yard to 
inspect a peach tree Whitaker felled 
him with an ax. Going into the house, 
the negro said, he struck Mrs. Wagner 
down with the ax and accused Shaw 
of stabbing both with a butcher knife. 


The bodies were found buried in 


makeshift graves. 


Adell Whitaker, 16-year-old sister of 


Sam, was sentenced to five years' im- 
prisonment as an accessory after the 
crime. She pleaded guilty and testi- 
fied {hat she came upon Shaw and 
her brother burying the bodies. She 
said she was forced to aid in the task.

Cotton Maintains 


Low Price Level 


Not Much Change in Mar 


ket for Week End- 


ing June 12 


MEMPHIS-(U. S. Dept, Agricul- 


ture)—The cotton market during the 
period June 6th to 12th witnessed 
rather wide fluctuations with quota- 
ions however on June 12th but little 
changed from those of June 5th. 


On June 9th prices touched a new 


low point for the season so far when 
the average of the ten markets for 
middling 7-8 inch stood at 7.62 cents. 
Demand the past week was said to 
have improved somewhat for spot cot- 
ton with holders increasing their ask- 
ing basis for almost all grades and 
staples. Several private estimates of 
the 1931 cotton acreage have recently 
made their appearance. The govern- 
ments figures on the acreage in cul- 
tivation on Jr,'y 1st will be released 
on July 8th at 11 a. m. eastern time. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


for the week ending June 9th tem- 
peratures averaged near normal in 
nearly all sections of the cotton belt 
and the week was mostly fair, there 
being only limited areas with appre- 
ciable rains. It was the warmest week 
of the season so far over considerable 
portions of the belt. Average price of 
middling 7-8 inch as compiled from the 
quotations of the ten designated mark- 
ets on June 12 was 8.07 cents, com- 
pared with 7.96 cents June 5th and 
13.28 cents on the corresponding day 
a year ago.

columns as the editor himself takes on the-editorial page. 
After that it is for the public to judge which is fight. The 
newspapers, unfortunately, haveibeaten good men who made 
one -mistake; but they have seldom beaten a :good politician 
who made many mistakes. 


Yet that is no indictment of our republic. On ^general 


issues the public has an absolutely free ;hand to .decide wheth- 
er its newspaper is courageous >and honest, or whether its 
office-holders have been villified ;and persecuted—»and ;in the 
long run the American public is right .about both of them. 


For individual cases such sas the Saturday Press, as the 


supreme court pointed out,-the remedy is the libel law, just as 
with corrupt politicians there is :a remedy in ithe (criminal 
courts.

If we still had the clear eye and single Vision of the 


framers of our constitution it never would have been-possible 
for four supreme court justices toi lose theiridiginity >and step 
clown off the pinnacle of American history just to join a 
dog-fight .around some filthy 'black-mailer out in Minnesota.

Arkansas schools have made splendid advancement in 


recent years, but we .must "make haste slowly" and not at- 
tempt to reach the highest goal in a day.—Russellville Courier 
ftmocmt.
